NEW YORK, Aug. 1. — Earlier 
prices in the stock market today 
tended upward again on what 
proved an erroneous assumption 
that Presidént Harding's plan for 
a settlement of the railroad strike 
would be accepted by the opposing 
interests. The market reacted 
sharply later, however, in the ab- 
sence of more than moderate pub- 
lic support and pressure against 
motors, rubbers, steels and equip- 
ments, which seemed to originate 


largely from professional sources.
